Berlin — (Radio-NC) — The 
Polish Communist Govern- 
ment and the Catholic Bishops 
of Poland have announced 
that they have come to an

The reported agreement in- 
cludes an arrangement to restore 
religious education to grade and 
high school children for those 
whose parents request it. The 
Church reportedly recognizes that 
the State has a theoretical voice in 
Church appointments. Although 
not written in the agreement, it is 
understood that the State has 
agreed never to veto appointments 
in the Church.

The announcement claimed Po 
land’s new government headed by 
the anti-Stalinist Red, Wladislaw 
Gomulka, wants to end all hinder- 
ances to full freedom of religious 
life.

Applications, he said, receive 
their final approval here and no 
further inspection for validity 
is needed in New York. The 
New York offices, however, is 
serving as clearing house for 
applications from throughout 
the U. S. and also for informa- 
tion concerning refugees being 
sent from Austria.

College Graduates 


Should Be Active 
In Parish Work 


Notre Dame — The Catho- 
lic college graduate, in the 
opinion of many priests, 1s not 
carrying his weight in the lay 
apostolate with the result that 
the important work is still be- 
ing done “by the relatively un- 
educated or poorly educated Cath- 
olic lay person,” Father Joseph 
Fichter, S.J., visiting professor of 
sociology at the University of No- 
tre Dame, declared here last week- 
end. 


“FOUR. YEARS in college, even 
in a Catholic college, does not au- 
tomatically make us experts in the 
lay apostolate,” Father Fichter as- 
sorted, 


He noted that “some people 
with relatively little formal 
schooling are making a tremen- 
dous contribution, while others 
with the highest academic de- 
grees obtainable are doing prac- 
tically nothing.” 


Father Fichter, an authority on 
parish sociology, and Donald Thor- 
man, managing editor of. The Ave 
Maria, were principal speakers at 
the fourth annual Advent Sympo- 
sium here. More than 200 college 
students from throughout’ the 
country attended the _ sessions 
which were sponsored by the Na- 
tional Catholic Action Commission 
whose headquarters are at Notre 
Dame. 


While stressing the importance 
of Catholic lay leadership, Father 
Fichter noted “the odd position” 
of the layman in the structure of 
“There is a ceiling, 
and a very low ceiling,” he said, 
“to which the lay person can 
climb. All of the important func- 
tions and roles in the Church are 
performed by professional, full- 
time clergy.” 


Father Fichter, who is head of
